To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Leyburn  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of 
the  District  for  197 1-  The  Report  follows  the  same  lines  as  previous 
Reports . 

The  state  of  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory.  The  main 
vital  statistics  are  as  follows.  Birth  Rate,  adjusted  by  the 
comparability  factor,  19-2,  rather  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (l6.0);  Infant  Mortality  rate  -  (Deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
year  per  1,000  births)  -  30  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (l8); 
General  Death  Rate  (adjusted)  -  9*8,  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  --  11.6c  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  one  stillbirth. 

These  statistics  call  for  little  comment  and  can  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  The  high  infantile  mortality  rate  is  based  on 
three  deaths  and  is  not  significant.  The  main  causes  of  death  were 
heart  disease  (24)  and  disease  of  the  blood  vessels  of  the  brain  (18). 

There  were  cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year.  Fifty 
of  these  occurred  in  an  outbreak  in  a  private  boarding  school,  among 
staff  and  pupils,  during  January  and  February.  The  remaining  case 
was  infected  while  on  holiday  abroad. 

In  December,  Salmonella  Para  Typhi  B  was  isolated  from  the 
Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at  Finghall.  The  Works  had  been  kept  under 
observation  since  the  outbreak  in  1970  and  the  effluent  had  been  treated. 
The  effluent  was  not  found  to  be  infected. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  add  that  the  carrier  now  appears  to  be 
no  longer  carrying  the  organism.

Inspector  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during 
the  year.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  in 
ction  with  that  of  the  Medical'  Officer  of  Health. 


Reorganisation  by  amalgamation  with  some  five  or  six 
adjoining  districts  now  seems  inevitable.  Whilst  I  am  sure  that 
councillors  and  officials  alike  will  ensure  that  the  new  district 
authority  will  function  efficiently  and  satisfactorily,  it  seems 
to  me  to  be  the  wrong  time  to  bo  further  robbing  local 
government  of  some  of  its  functions*  The  new  enlarged  authorities 
should  be  allowed  to  continue  with  all  their  existing  undertakings 
including  refuse  and  sewage  disposal. 


Preliminary  work  for  the  Leyburn  Joint  Sewage  Purification 
Scheme  and  the  Thornborough  Aged  Persons  Unit  has  been  done 
during  the  year  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  either  of  these 
schemes  will  actually  commence  until  1973  * 

The  Constable  Burton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
was  completed  during  the  year.  X  have  never  experienced  a 
scheme  where  so  little  inconvenience  was  caused  to  the  inhabitants 
and  credit  is  due  both  to  the  contractor  and  the  consultants* 


Complaints  regarding  emission  of  dust  from  the  quarries 
were  few  and  investigations  showed  that  breakdowns  in  machinery 
were  rare,  the  main  cause  being  shortage  of  water.

After  a  decrease  in  private  housebuilding  in  197C ,  tnc 
tide  again  turned  and  3®  units  were  built  this  year  against 
22  units  last  year. 


During  the  whole  of  the  year  work  was  carried  out  mainly 
monitoring  of  sewage*  disposal,  works  and.  rechecking  of  cases  in 
connection  with  the  paratyphoid  outbreak  at  Akebar.  This  again 
affected  other  work  of  the  department  and  is  reflected  in  the 
year’s  statistics. 

Complaints  concerning  smell  from  silo  units  are  becoming 
more  numerous  and  are  difficult  to  deal  with*  Public  health 
legislation,  does- not .  appear,  to .  have  caught .  up.  with.  Baodern  and 
accepted  methods  of  farming.  However  if  firm  legislation  were 
enacted,  I  can  still  see  difficulty  in  enforcing  it  in  a  rural 
area.
